Bernard Gilfoy, of Buffalo, last year at-
1,-mpieii the reckless feat of sailing across

thc Pacific ocean, from San Francisco to
Australia, tn a dory bul eighteen feet long,
slv wide, and two und a half deep. Forest
omi Stream bas condensed from various
soun i.* the follow in_ account of his won¬
derful voyage and the thrilling experience*
incidental to it: ..Gilfoy was the only
passenger, and he started with the deter¬
mination of performing thc unparellclcd
feat of crossing the. Pacific single¬
handed in a common Hailing-boat.
Tbe cutter.for she wa* lillie more¬

wa* Barned thc Pociilc, and was covered
in all over wtth thc exception of a

couple of hatches, one amidships and one

aft. The fore part wat used mostly for the
water-casks, which were Ailed with salt
water as the fresh was used up. and the
after ]>art was used os kitchen, cabin, and
sleeping-room. Nothing was heard from
(Hlft.v until the arrival in San Francisco of
(he barkentine Tropic Vance, from Tahiti,
w hose 'captain reported that he bail sighted
thc Pacific qp November loth. He had
given Gilfoy hts correct liearlngs and a

fpiaulity of fruit, and had learned that
after a week of favoring weather thc Pas
ami had encountered twenty-nine day* of
alternate calms and head winds, which had
driven Gilfoy to shorten lils allowance.
He crossed the line in longitude
EIC0 on Friday. Septcmrver _9th. and
then met w ith good winds, before which
be ran south between latitudes 5° south
and 15° south. His principal discomfort,
he said, had l*en thc loo familiar habits of
the sharks, which every night camethum|>-
ingth" boat with their ugl? snout-. To
rid himself of them he made a harpoon out
of a l*>ot-nook, and suceeded in rendanng
them so shy that hy plopping up hts shirt
at nlirht in thc place where be usually sat

by day he was enabled to Like his rest
comparatively iindisturl>ed. Thc conclu¬
sion of thc Pacific's extraordinary voyage
is gathered from a long account pub¬
lished in the Mary borough (Queens¬
land) Chronicle ot February 2d. lt ap¬
peal! that after leaving the Tropic Vance
things went badly with Gilfoy. On thc
Hth of Ileeemlier, hiing Hun to the south
of the Friendly Isles, a heavy sea broke
ic.rr the boat and capsized her. He wont
backwards into the water, and it was only
by an hour's hard work, with the aid of a
' flor ting anchor,' that lie was aaaMad to

right the dory. No sooner wu* she righted
thau a heavy sea capsized ber a second
time. Again he righted her. and passed
Um night ta Inuting and the day in
making things as BhtpshnM as possi¬
ble. By the loth of December be
had got things under weigh again,
.md was enjoying pleasant weather, when
the boat was pierced by a sword-fish. On
Christmas-day he found himself near Hun-
ter lsland.il barren rock, willi all his instru¬
ments gone and nothing left of his provis¬
ions except luelle poaatds of corn-meal,
lin. ipiarts of alcohol, and fifteen gallons of
water. He then tried to make for New
Caledonia, but the, wind and current were

against him, and on thc lilli of January he
ate Um last of his meal. Two dais after lie
lost his rudder and had to rig lip a niakr-
shifL and from that time on he had to sul>-
sist aa whatever iish In*caught or birds he
.*h.'!. On the _uth of January he ate hi*
la*i cooked meal, a bird singed over a heap
of broken matches, and after that he suck¬
ed Hu- barnacles which valanced thc boat.
Then tha days came when he knew nut li¬
ing mid cared nothing. Meering aimlessly
Imit: and there. Just as thc last ho|>e had
fled ba sighted the Alfred Vittery, on Mon¬
day,1January SA, bound for Maivliornugh.
The Vinery saw him, and ina few minutes
afpr Gilfoy was saved. He was then
about 100 miles ofi' Sandy Cape, and after
betas tad, told tha singular story of an ex¬

traordinary feat so newly accomplished.
Ile was kindly cared for on his arrival at
Maryborough, but the latest news reports
him as betas down willi typhoid fever,
thc results of exposure and hardships."
